{2} FOG. Furnish persannel to support full time operation 
at one (1) 2I base for a period of one (1) year. The possibility of 
an overseas deployment existe; however, there should be no additional 

, personnel programmed for this. The estimate should he prepared as 
above and include man-month rates for domastic and overseas service. 
contract arrangment to be as it presently exists under Contract No.

b. Repair and Gverhaul of Equipment. 


(1) Project and FOG. Furnish necessary facilities, materials 
and services to repair, overhaul and/or modify Project and FUG equip 
ment as it may be returned to the factory from tige to tine. Sines 
the Depots for Project and FOG equipments were combined 1 January 1961, 
the Contractor is no longer required to segregate materials and costes 
by Customer. However, in order that the Contract aay be equitably 
funded, Contractor is requested to submit a budgetary estimate which 
reflects its best estimate of the total costa for the year and what 
percentage is applicable to the Project and FCG. This estimate should 
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be coordinated with the Depot prior to submission. Contract 
arrangements to be as they presently axist under Contract No. 50-550. 


@. “pare Parta, Teat Equipment, Modification Kits, ete. 


(1) Project and FOG. Fumish such supplies, equipzents, 
cauponents and/or kits as called for by the Depot. Again, as in the 
ease of repair and overhaul, the Contractor is no longer required to 
segregate by Customer nor will the calls issued by the Depot reflect 
the applicable Customer. Accordingly, the Contractor's budgetary 
estimate ghould be prepared on the same basis as b., above, ami 
applieable percentages indicated. Contract arrangements will be as 
they presently exiet under CT-701. The estimate should be coordinated 
with the Depet prior to sulbsission.
